Nylon dresses are being 
offered for as little as $8.50; dress- 
es of orlon-and-nylon blends for 
$12.50. But unless the synthetics 
fit a particular need for you, as 
shown below, they still may not 
be as good value as cottons or

Many other important items 
have been reduced in recent weeks 
but not the basic living expenses 
of food and rent which are still| 
edging upward. Leading mills have 
just slashed prices of sheets 
15-20%. Temporarily at least,! 
sheets are now at the lowest price 
levels in years, Some auto equip- 
ment has come down, and even 
tags on some cars. Even the cost 
of building a moderate-priced; 
house has dropped a little. Men’s 
denim work clothes are lower price 
how, including dungarees, overalls 
and matched sets. So are boys’ 
denims. 

This is a period when some 
prices are falling, some rising. 
You'll get most for your money 
by taking advantage of the oppor- 
tunities, like the reduction on 
sheets, while remaining careful 
about investing in commodities 
still overpriced, and _ switching 
where possible to lower-cost equiv- 
alents, more especially in foods. 

The big problem is still the high 
rents now being charged in many 
cities, and the higher cost of oper- 
ating an owned home. The petro- 
leum companies have reduced the 
price of gasoline but have raised 
fuel oil (twice this winter in some 
areas). Judging from past perform- 
ances, we can expect that when 
warm weather arrives they will 
increase the price of gasoline and 
reduce fuel oil. 

Here are specific buying oppor- 
tunities and tips: 

SYNTHETIC FIBER ARTI 
CLES: For certain uses, articles 
of the new synthetic fibers can 
help you, especially at the new 
lower prices. Orlon especially has 
come down in price, now that the 
duPont company which owns Or- 
lon, Dacron and nylon faces a 
little competition from increased 
production of Acrilan and Dynel,| 
lower-priced fibers similar to Or- 
lon for many purposes. 

But don’t buy synthetics simply 
because they have been so widely 
promoted, Their advantages are} 
longer wear (Dacron is strongest} 
of all), resistance to abrasion and} 
easy launderability. They generally 
don’t pick up dirt as readily as the 
older fibers (cotton, wool and ray- 
on) and relinquish it easier when 
washed, However, these advan- 
tages still don’t always justify 
their higher price for all purposes. 

For example, you can buy a ny- 
lon dress for a little girl for $4, 
or a cotton one for $2. The nylon} 
wil be easier to iron and will prob- 
ably wear longer. For school wear 
the nylon might have an advan- 
tage. But for occasional dress-up 
wear, the easier launderability 
would be less important, and the 
advantages of wear resistance 
even less so. The child would prob- 
ably outgrow the nylon dress be- 
fore she outwears it. However, the 
play dresses of Orlon and nylon 
some stores are selling for as lit- 
tle as $2, are attractive at that 
price, since play dresses need fre- 
quent laundering. 

Dacron shirts, at their new low- 
er price, can be an asset to white-| 
collar men although industrial 
workers who wear a dress shirt 
only .occasionally will find a cot-| 
ton shirt satisfactory. Of all the 
synthetic shirts (including Orlon 
and nylon), the Dacrons seem to) 
require least or no ironing, and) 
should wear longest. 

OTHER SYNTHETICS, TIPS

Cooking Hint 

If you want to avoid the dark 
ring that often appears between 
the white and the yolk of hard- 
boiled eggs, watch the cooking 
time and temperature when you 
prepare them. When eggs are 
cooked too long or at too high a 
heat the different minerals in the 
yolk and white combine, producing 
the dark ring. Although this ring 
does not affect the flavor or food 
value of the egg, it does detract 
from the appearance of sliced eggs, 
especially if they’re going to be 
used for salads or garnish. To pre- 
vent this, simmer eggs, rather than 
boil them, for about 15 to 25 
minutes.

The Federal Power Commission 
ruled that public utilities receiv- 
jing rapid tax amortization certifi- 
cates need not pass on these tax

Building Service Employees Local 18 won its case, with the 


backing of all involved crafts and the Central Labor Council 
as a whole. 


United Employers in their negotiation in the course of 
this dispute used issues of East Bay Labor Journal contain- 
ing statements by various labor union officers as to the 
amount of unemployment within their unions. This was sup- 
posed to knock the union negotiators dead: they would dis- 
cover by reading their own statements in their own paper 
that there's a Republican recession in progress, and so 
wouldn't dare wiggle a finger in defense of their members, 

But it didn’t work that way. Union negotiators stood firm, 
and won their case, with all the other crafts standing back 
of them. 

To our own way of thinking, that’s the real lesson of the 
recession: stick together or: you'll get stuck! Face the facts 
squarely, and face the employers firmly on all ithportant 
issues. Labor doesn’t have to imitate the Republican Adminis- 
tration and pretend that anyone who notices the rising unem- 
ployment is an economic traitor or ‘‘political sadist,” to use 
White House Chief Assistant Sherman Adams’ notorious 
phrase. ) 

As also noted on the front page of our last week's issue, 
the Administration now accepts the fact that there were over 
3,000,000 jobless in the nation in January, 728.000 more than 
originally announced. This puts the unemployment in January 
at nearly 5%, quite a bit over the 3.8% originally announced 
for that month. Also, a Federal Reserve expert has testified 
that the dip in business activity has been sharper than was 
known when the President's economic report to Congress was 
prepared. 

Yet when East Bay Labor Journal began reporting the 
facts on unemployment, right here at home, Oakland Tribune 
sneered at us. Now the Trib has had to give some space to 
the facts itself. After all, maybe a labor paper is a little 
closer to the folks and their troubles than a millionaire’s paper 


is. Could be! 


The Blight That Failed 


Not long ago one Herbert Bergson, an Assistant Attorney 
General under the Truman Administration, was taken to court 
lby the Republicans on a charge of making money too soon 
out of companies whose cases had been before him when he 
was in office. The Judge before whom Bergson’s case came 
chucked it out of court, with some vigorous comments on the 
flimsiness of the evidence. 

Joseph C. Harsch, that very careful and responsible 
Washington correspondent of the Christian Science Monitor, 
says that the hoped-for “conviction of Mr. Bergson’ was in-

tical discomfiture of the Democrats,” a scheme to “take the 
‘communism, corruption, and influence-peddling’ issue used 
in the 1952 campaign and furbish it up for 1954 with fresh 
material.” 

But, points out Harsch, not only did the Bergson case fail 
ito supply the GOP schemers with an influence-peddling issue, 
\but “the Bergson fiasco was followed by another case in 
lwhich the Republicans found themselves defending one of 
their own . 
ose, California, who had been appointed to a vacancy on the 
National Labor Relations Board ... The political result’ was 
that the Republicans found themselves defending Republican 
Beeson instead of attacking Democrat Bergson.” 

As for the Communism part of the ‘master plan” Mr. 
Harsch analyzes, the orgy of smearing in which the leather- 
lungers of the McCarthy Party indulged themselves during 
Lincoln Week will not soon be forgotten by any citizen 
capable of telling whether a man is telling truth or talking 
twaddle. 

If performances of the sort described by Harsch and ob- 
served by us all during Lincoln Week are what the Repub- 
licans came back into power to exhibit after 20 years of un- 
happy exile, may we say, to put it gently, that we're slightly 
disappointed in their showing?
